Nazi U-Boat Peril Diminishes 

Kaiser Wilhelm’s “all out” submarine cam- 
paign against the Allies failed to accomplish 
its purpose in World War I, and evidence accu- 
mulates that Hitler’s emulation of that method 
of warfare is fast losing its effectiveyess in this 
war. Moreover, he jis fully aware of this fact, 
and his experts are working feverishly to dis- 
cover methods that will again make the U- 
boats effective. 

During May and June approximately fifty 
German U-boats were destroyed, bringing the 
war's total to something over 300, and a Stock- 
holm dispatch says not more than one-third 
of the U-boat fleet is at sea, the remainder 
being in Atlantic and Baltic ports, or skulking 
in coastal waters. 

London hears that Admiral Karl Doenitz, 
chief of Hitler’s undersea raiders, is now carry- 
ing out an extensive review of U-boat tactics, 
equipment and construction. Efforts are being 
made to equip submarines with stronger anti- 
aircraft defenses; supply them with four light 
antiaircraft guns; stiffen the more sensitive 
parts to make them more resistant to shock 
of depth charges; increase the operational 
range both by enlarging fuel carrying capa- 
cities and increasing number of supply ships 
which cruise unfrequented areas of the At- 
lantic. and abolition of the “wolf pack’’ method 
of attacking’ convoys, relying upon one or two 
to do what damage they can and escape, if 
possible. 

Some of the methods proposed will increase 
the already heavy strain on high-grade steel 
and will only be possible by diverting still fur- 
ther priority to U-boat construction. However, 
it matters less now what the Nazis accomplish 
to make the submarine more effective. The 
Allies “have its number,” and they will meet 
with counter-offensive any improvement de- 
vised.

PURPOSE OF HORNE STATEMENT WASHINGTON, July 
26.— Vice Admiral 


Frederick J. Horne, assistant chief of naval operations, is being 

roundly criticized in some well-informed quarters for his state- 

ment of the other day that the Navy was planning ships and ma- 
terials “for a war (in the Pacific) that will 
last at least until 1949.” 

The objection being raised to the state- 
ment is that it tends to convey the discourag- 
ing idea to the public, and our Allies, that the 
Navy sees little hope of winning the war against 
the Japs for a long time to come. 

If the: Horne statement is accepted at its 
face value we must look to six years more of 
hard fighting in the Pacific before we can ex- 
pect to knock the Japs out. That is by far the 
most pessimistic appraisal of the Pacific situa- 
tion that has yet come from any authoritative 
source. Heretofore the longest limits placed 
on the war with the Japs has been two years 
beyond the time we finish with Germany, 

which is our primary objective. 

“But the admiral's words are not to be taken at their face value. 
They were obviously uttered in an effort to check what are described 
as “unconscious slowdowns” on the production front, resulting from 
the series of victories we have won on the outer rim of the Axis. 

The presence of Charles E. Wilson, of the War Production Board, 
at the conference at the time the Horne statement was made is 
evidence eftough of its purpose. We suffered a rather sizeable 
setback in war production during the past month, due to a lethargy 
born of optimism, and officials are trying to bring the workers 
back into full-scale activity. 


HAVE TO PLAN AHEAD While all of this is legitimate 

enough in its proper degree, the 
criticism is made that our officials have been guilty of short- 
sighted propaganda in absurdly exaggerating the difficulties by 
making Japan a stupendous bugaboo merely as a means of tright- 
ening our workers. Most of them are informed enough from read- 
ing the newspapers to know that Admiral Horne has misrepresented 
the problem of defeating Japan. 

It is true, as the admiral says, that the Navy is planning ships 
and materials for a war that may last until 1949. So is the Army 
planning equipment for use in Europe in 1945 and 1946, although 
it is the consensus of our military leaders that Hitler will be de- 
then. You have to make plans of that kind in a 
war because of its many imponderables. 

If we made just enough munitions to carry us up to a certain 
date and things didn't work out precisely as planned, we might 
have to start all over again. Hence it is a farsighted policy on the 
part of the Navy to make the fullest preparations for any sort of 
an emergency. 


MERELY PRECAUTIONARY But that doesn’t mean our 


military leaders believe the 
war will last that long. The extra preparations are made merely 
as a precaution. You can't afford to take a chance in war, when 
the gamble may mean the difference between defeat and victory. 

As viewed by competent experts, the only conditions under 
which the Horne statement would apply is the elimination of China 
from the war and the successful conquest of India by Japan. If 
that should happen, our problem would be increased manyfold, and 
the Pacific war might be drawn out indefinitely. 
ment is regarded as even remotely possible any more. 

If the European war should end tomorrow, our hands would be 
immediately free to rush all of the military and naval equipment 
needed to take the offensive in the Pacific. We would be able to 
give China all of the air force and planes required to drive the 
Japs from that country. 


\ 
COMBINED NAVIES More important, the combined British 


and American navies, within a period 
of only a few brief months, would be able to drive the Japanese 
navy into hiding just as the Italian fleet has been driven to cover 
in the Mediterranean. 

All of Japan's fragile supply lines serving her far-flung con- 
quests would be wiped out as soon as we could bring our combined 
navies to bear. These many outposts would be left to the mercy 
of Allied forces. We could pick them off at our leisure, or blockade 
them and wait for them to fall on their own initiative. 

In the meantime, as we cleared the Japs from areas of China 
adjacent to the Japanese homeland we would set up air bases 
which would bring her cities under the devastating attack of 
bombers. Once the war reaches that stage no one believes the 
haughty little Nips will be able to last more than six months. 

Complete air dominance also would 


COULD INVADE JAPAN : 
give our Invasion forces access to 


the Japanese mainland. If needs be we could send an invasion 
army to the home islands after air attacks had softened their re- 
sistance and wiped out their limited production centers. Certain 
sections of the Asiatic mainland are no further from Japan than 
the British Isles are from the Ruhr valley. 

What the British alone have been able to do to the Ruhr is 
only a sample of what we ultimately will do to Japan. 

In the face of this certain outlook, to regard the Pacific war 
as a six-year task, therefore, is wholly out of keeping with its 
real perspective. The end of the war in the Pacific will begin the 
moment we finish off Hitler in Europe. Admiral Horne must feel 
the same way about it. He was undoubtedly giving his words a

“WE WILL FIGHT HIM—” LONDON, England—(By Mail.) 
All of us at home thrilled to 


Winston Churchill's voice back in those grim days after Dunkirk 
when the myth of the superman stood strong 
and firm and the sound of the marching feet 
of the Hun echoed down the streets of the world. 

“We will fight him on the beaches, on the 
streets and in the hills,” said Winston Church- 
ill, Prime Minister of Great Britain, in perhaps 
the greatest of his many great speeches. 


It was a phrase which caught up the imagi- 
nation and. thrilled the soul of every person 
who believes in fighting on no matter how 
dark the outlook. 

I thought it was true, that they would fight, 
but I accepted it as a phrase. 

Traveling about England now one may see 
that they meant it. More than that, one may 
see they got ready to do it 

They are old defenses now and | assume 
they have been forgotten. Some are falling ta 
pieces. Birds nest in others. Small bovs have 
taken some as playhouses. They were never 

much good to begin with. They would have been easy. 

But there they are. 

At crossroads and long highwavs: beside railroads. and in the 
towns there are the old and deserted pillboxes. . Some are of con- 
crete, hastily and inadequately thrown up. Others are of sandbags. 

I suspect that a couple of grenades would have destroyed any- 
one of them had the Germans come in those days. They were not 
strong or well-made. 

But there they are, 

One sees, too, old rusting barbwire defenses and tank blocks. 
They were built for the invasion that didn't come. Now they are 
of no more use. But it is the small pillboxes, or block houses, that 
one sees most. 

Inside them the British home guards, townspeople and soldiers 
would have gone with shotguns, with rifles, with a few old guns 
and there they would have died. 

They were not fooling. They meant it when they said they 
would fight him in the streets, on the beaches and in the hills. 
They would have done it. 

Somehow the sight of these old and deserted defenses brings a 
lump into one’s throat as one sees them, symbols of a great deter- 
mination to die in them in an effort to stem the tide that was 
sweeping-—-it seemed—all Europe before it. 


THAT INVASION No one knows why Hitler did not come in 


those days. Some say it was the hand of 
The realists say it was because he won to the channel ports 
quicker than he expected and had two choices. He could try to in- 
vade England or he could clean up France. He chose the latter. 

Perhaps it was both, God and a calculated choice by the Ger- 
man command, 

The English have almost quit talking about those davs now. 
The blitz of 1940 and of 1941 came and went. They left their scars. 
They left them on the minds of some. They left them on the city. 
They left many orphaned children, many widows. 

I have talked with policemen and with firemen who worked in 
those days, sleeping where they could and when they could. Which 
was not much, or often. 

There were no volunteer firemen in those days. 
partment, or brigade, as they call it, had the whole job. It was toe 
much. One bomber could cast down hundreds of incendiaries. The 
old buildings of London burned easily and quickly once they were 
fired with the chemicals. 

I had wondered how bad was the damage done to London. I 
expected it to be great. Yet it is greater than I believed. I have 
walked through acres and acres of land, in the heart of London, 
where all has been cleared. The grass is beginning to grow through 
them. Weeds are coming up. Some flowers, growing from seeds 
blown into the cracks and crevices, are in bloom. 

The vast desolation has lost its terror. Today one finds the long 
stretches where the bombs fell and the fires raged, and shakes one’s 
head trying to picture what it was like. 

A fireman told me that when he saw more than 40 acres of great 
buildings burning, the flames raging and crackling and bellowing 
like some great monster, that he almost lost heart. But they went 
to work with dynamite and they held the fires in the great areas. 

There was one day when the tide was out in the Thames and 
the attack was very heavy. There was not much water. 

You hear those things. You see them. You go to the Stepney 
borough which has become a social experiment in rehousing and 
resettlement. There the bombs fell heaviest. About 40 per cent of 
200,000 peysons were made homeless there. 

You see the houses, sometimes looking whole, but with the in- 
teriors burned out; with houses behind them leveled and gone. 
One has to get off the streets and walk around where the bombs fell. 

No one can know the answer. I know this. Nd matter what 
you thought the damage done to London's buildings, it was worse 
than you imagined. Yet the real story is that they have cleaned it 
all up. It awaits the end of the war. Already there are plans for 
parks and new buildings and new streets. 

You see all this and you have a greater respect, not merely for 
the people of England, but ‘for people everywhere. Man can stand 
a lot if he has the proper stuff in him and most men and women do. 

You wonder about war and if the world will ever let such a thing 
happen again. You go to bed and maybe that night the sirens wake 
you. You lie awake, thinking, waiting and wondering. 

Something great and good ought to come out of this war. Man, 
I think, is buying it and earning it. :

‘Peace Must Be Signed 
by People,’ Vittorelli 


Asserts. 
CAIRO, July 26. — (/) — Italy's 


anti-Fascist underground move- 
ment is ready for action in that 
country, and is calling for peace, 
Dr. Paolo Vittorelli, middle east- 
ern delegate of “Guistizia e Lib- 
erta,” said today. 

Vittorelli, a member of the cen- 
tral committee of Guistizia e Lib- 
erta, which asserts that it has the 
largest following inside Italy, de- 
clared that after a silence of near- 
ly a year the group’s clandestine 
radio station in Italy was heard 
today to say in a broadcast: 

“Peace must be signed by the 
Italian people. 

“Railwaymen! all

La Stampa, a newspaper of 
Turin, front-paged a_ statement 
signed by five parties, including

the Italian nation would be “in- 
exorably punished.” 

Corriere Dela Sera of Milan— 


before Fascism one of Italy’s most 
noted newspapers—declared “‘Mus- 
solini left. We are free.” It also 
declared that henceforth it would 
express its own opinions. 

La Stampa carried on its front 
page a call to Italians which said 
the newspaper would receive and 
publish news. 

“The dolorous incubus that 
weighed upon our political life is 
ended,” said La Stampa. “The 
monstrous passion that destroyed 
the greater part of our well-being 
has been destroyed.” 

La Stampa branded Fascism as 
“a regime of persecution, corrup- 
tion, and incompetence that impro- 
visedly involved the country in a 
war that was not wanted and im- 
posed upon it a situation of tragic 
responsibility. However difficult 
may be the trials yet awaiting us 
we reunite with calmness, firm- 


ijness and faith in all our forces to 


indicate to ourselves the new road. 
Irresponsibles who caused great 
damage to the nation will be in- 
exorably punished.”

Lone Bandit Robs Bank; 


NEWARK, N. J., July 26.—(#)-— 
A lone gunman forced two bank 
employes into a vault, scooped up 
an estimated $11,600 from a near- 
by drawer and escaped in a day- 
light holdup today, police said. 

Deputy Chief John Haller re- 
ported the gunman first ap- 
proached Andrew Maniglia, a 
teller at the Columbus Trust. com- 
pany, brandished a revolver and 
ordered him to “Stick ’em up.” He 
then forced Maniglia and.- Miss 
Frances D’Amato, a clerk, into the 
vault. Within two minutes the 
gunman had fled with the cash. 

Miss D’Amato was able to “‘jig- 
gle” the combination of the vault 
door and succeeded in opening it 
only seconds after the bandit made 
good his getaway, Haller said.

many indications of disruption 
within Italy’s armed forces. 

One seaman said anti-Fascist 
sabotage was particularly rife in 
naval arsenals, while the unwill- 
ingness of enlisted men to fight 
was crippling the navy. 

Vittorelli said he believed this 
report might explain the surpris- 
ing nonappearance of the Italian 
fleet in the defense of Italy’s home 
shores. 

Breaking-Up of Fascism. 

“But,” he declared, “the present 
crisis is not a manifestation of the 
will of the Italian people. It is 
an indication of chaos and a 
breaking up of Fascism, but in 
reality it is a military coup d'etat, 
with the palace backing another 
February revolution. 

“The revolution of the Italian 
people to liquidate Fascism has 
still to come. It will come.” 

Like most members of his party, 
Vittorelli is young. Most active 
of the free-Italian movements in 
the Middle Fast, the party work- 
ers say the organization was 
founded in 1930 by Carlo Rosselli, 
who was murdered near Paris in 
1937, supposedly by a Fascist gun- 
man. It was said to be the first 
political movement pledged to 
fight Fascism after Mussolini 
came into power.
